VATICANISM. 


Have any of our readers perused Mr. Gladstone's preface to his “ Rome and 
the Newest Fashions in Religion?” If they have not, let them do so. They 
will find there sketched in plain language and in brief terms the true aims of 
Vaticanism, and, incidentally illustrative of the canon law, describing the case of 
an Englishman, a member of the Church, who, after a happy wedded life of a 
quarter of a century, separated from his wife and children, followers of the 
same Church. and by the authority of the Roman Church, which he embraced 
married his Roman Catholic paramour, with whom he previously lived in adul- 
tery, without being divorced from his Protestant wife, his marriage with her 
. being, according to the new faith embraced by him, null and void. To Mr. 
Gladstone and the English public this licence given by the canonical law to 
converts, this premium held out to unbridled lust, the crying wrong which it 
thereby inflicts on innocent helpless victims, and the misery which it entails 
upon whole families—to humane Mr. Gladstone and the English public such 
tales of horror are quite new. Not so to the unfortunate Jews. Hardly a 
decennium passes without the Church of Rome by these tactics destroying the 
happiness of some Jewish household. We will just from memory report two 
such cases, accounts of which have from their blackness impressed themselves 
“on our memory. Some years ago a Moravian Jew—let him be nameless— 
deemed it expedient to desert his wife. He found his way to Turin, then under 
the sway of a prince as ultramontane, as the present king is liberal. Here he 
embraced Roman Catholicism, and, as one who had _ seen the light, was caressed, 
and cajoled~in this art Palestine Place cannot claim a monopoly—and patron- 
ised by the Archbishop. . He married a Roman Catholic woman, without making 
a secret of it that he had left a Jewish wife and afamily behind. By chance, the 
wife learned where and what her husband was. She now applied to him not for 
sustenance either for herself or her children, whom she had had to support, but 
for a divorce. He laughed at the application. Let her do what she liked: 
Was he not quite eafe from the importunity of either rabbi or warden ? And was 
baptism to him not a new birth, a fresh existence, which had no connection what- 
ever with the preceding ? An application was made to the archbishop, his. patron, 
and the conduct of the bigamist brought under his notice. And with that bland 
smile and declaration of Christian charity never absent from the lips, even while the 
hand inflicts the deadly stab, the devout prelate replied that the blessed water of 
baptism had washed away the neophyte’s former sinfal life : that he was now 
regenerate, and that any tie that might in his past life have boand him to the Jews 
was severed for ever. The redeemed Christian had nothing in common with an 
unbelieving Jew. A remedy might perhaps be found for her if she herself were to 
embrace the faith’of the alone saving church. And as by the Jewish law she 
remained his lawful wife while not divorced from him, she had to remain all her 
life the undivorced wife of a husband who had stung her to the quick, and whose 
very name she had learned to loathe.. The. other case happened in the papal 
states. In this case the woman was the offender. By birth a Jewess, and 
married to a coreligionist of hers who adored her, she one day deserted him, and 
took her children with her. She elopea with her husband’s book-keeper, a 
Roman Catholic by birth. To elude the pursuit of the husband, she embraced 
Roman Catholicism, had her children, who were yet of tender years, likewise 
baptized, and then married her paramour. When the unfortunate husband 
sought redress at a court of law, the sentence was that by the canon law he, the 
Jew, had now no claim either on his Christian wife or children, but that he was 
bound to pay annually ‘a certain sum of inoney, fixed by the Court, to his 
adulterous wife towards the support of his children, who were to remain with 
their mother. 


A JEWISH “HOUSE OF LEARNING” AT MANCHESTER. 


We notice with satistaction that a movement has been set on foot at Man- 
chester to found.a House of Learning—a that city. 
resolved at a meeting held on Sunday last to establish such an institution, 
We hope that it will. be placed upon a broad and -popular basis. Manchester 
prides itself in keeping abreast of the times. The minds of its citizens are not 
wholly engrossed upon commerce, but due regard is paid by them to the cultiva- 
tion of the arts, sciences and literature. The educational institutions of Man- 
chester vie in their importance and usefulness with the greatest in the Jan¢. 
Owen’s College is perhaps without an equal in the kingdom. Let, then, the Jews 
of Manchester be imbued with the epirit animating their fellow citizens. The 
movement for founding a House of Learning should be heartily supported t y all 
classes. The founders must however remember that in the present day a House 
of Learning is incomplete without teachers. It is very significant that the verb 
Ti5 means not only to learn, but also toteach. It is in fact said sy999 and IWS. 
The thirsty souls who would drink of the Pyrrean spring should not be 
left to lap up the waters of knowledge as best they can. Provision 
should be made for holding classes at the proposed institution. Man- 
chester should take warning by the contemptible position occupied by 
the Beth Hamedrash in London, To. establish a Hebrew Library and to 
providea building wher-in learned en may meet tostudy,is a useful and commend- 
able project, but it is sadly incomplete. The rising generation must be thought 
of, and their requirements taken into consideration. If we would hand down to 
our children as a cherished heirloom the glorious literature which we Lave 


inherited from our fathers, we must teach them its beauties; we must create a 


desire in their breasts to possess it when we shall have passed away. Our Man- 
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chester brethren must not halt half way in their praiseworthy scheme. If there 
be a genuine and general desire to found a House of Learning at Manchester. | 

one be established worthy of Manchester and of the Jews of that city, Bey. ¢ 
all, we urge that no exclusive spirit should prevail in its management, No d es 
all sections of the Manchester community will gladly hel p the movement if — 
it be carried out in an enlightened manner, such as will deserve, if it do not me 
mand, success. 


THE ATHAN C REED. 


Everyone has heard of the Athanasian Creed if he has not read it. This 
creed as everybody knows consigns to eternal perdition everyone that doce not 
or cannot believe the body of doctrine set forth in it. This is very hard upon us 
poor Jews into whose ears these doctrines have been dunned generation afte 
generation and who are still as farremoved from admitting them as we were when 
they were first forced upon our notice. The nature of the hardship becomes 
still more evident when it is considered that these doctrines ‘are avowedly net 
understandable and were never intended to be understocd, but simply to be 
believed. In vain does the Jew urgethat todemand from him to believe what does 
and cannot convey any meaning, what is self-contradictory, what in fact is only 
a conglomerate of senseless phrases clashing with each other, is to do violence not 
less to reason than to language, is to descend from the dignity of a rational 
being to that of the chattering magpie or the screeching parrot. To tell him in 
one and the same breath that God is a spirit and yet has a Son, that the Sop 
although begotten by the father is as yet as old as the father, and that the third 
being in the godhead although proceeding from both is as old as both : that God 
although by his very nature incapablé of dying, yet died, and that he too, like 
other human beings, was born of a human mother who nevertheless remained a 
virgin must seem to, him a mere trifliog with words and sound to him like a 
mockery. Butto be gravely assured afterwavds that unless he admitted the trath- 
fulness of all these contradictory statements ard therefore impossibilities, he 
must surely perish for ever, must sound to him like the incoherent rambling of 
cne who has lost bis mental balance. Well we Jews, it seems, are not the only 
ones who feel the hardship of the position in which this extraordinary creed 
places us ; for we learn from the Jnquirer that Mr. James Heywood, F.R.S., has 
offered a prize of £50 for the best essay on an “ address by the House of Com- 
mons to the Queen for the disuse of the damnatory clauses of the Athanasian 
Creed in the service of the Church of England,” that one hundred and sixty five 
essavs were sent in, that with few exceptions, they were all well written and 
that two of them have been selected which will be published shortly. Will these 
damnatory clauses be expunged from the prayer book? We cannot sce low this 
can be done unless the Whole creed be annulled. For either the Creed is a true 
expression of the body of Christian doctrines as scattered over the face of the 
New Testament, then the damnatory clauses are part and parcel of these doc- 
trines as generally interpreted, since undoubtedly unbelievers are repeatedly 
declared in the New Testament to be inheritors of the infernal regions ; orthe Creed 
does not-correctly represent the Christian doctrines. If the former be the case 
the whole must he retained in the prayer book, and if the latter, the whole would 
have to be expunged. We are therefore most curious to see the prize casays 
selected. It is not for us to contend for ecclesiastical consistency. We shall be 
truly pleased to see these damnatory clatis?s expung d-from the creed. -We 
shall be satisfied with a small instalment. We shall be thankful for small 
mercies. 


MR. PLIMSOLL, M.P. 


A subscription has been started to erect a statue of Mr. -Plimsoll in some 
prominent place near the docks at the East End. Our sailors have good reason 
to be grateful to Mr. Plimsoll. The attitude in which the proposed statue will 
represent him will no doubt be that in which he delivered his famous protest 
the House. Will there be any inscription on the pedestal ? Ot course there 
will be; or how should the passer by, or the foreign sailor not acyuainted with 
England's current history, become aware whom the statue represents, and why 
it has been erected? Let the sculptor in this inscription not forget the 
impressive passage from Exodus which produced such a powerful impression it 
the House, and which reverberated throughout the whole country. A more 
appropriate passage for his purpose Plimsoll could not have found throughout 
the whole range of Scripture. It will be a token of the homage which the New 
Testament pays to the Old, It will a be graceful tribute paid by the daughter 
religion tothe parent.

NATIONAL EDUCATION, 

The veteran Lord Russell has lately published a pamphlet which deserves 
attention. The title of the ppmphiet is ‘‘ Some further thoughts on National Eduaca- 
tion for the United Kingdom.” The writer proposes that the education of the poor 
should be gratuitous, andthatthe cost should be borne Ly the exchequer, a special] 
education tax being raised for the purpose. There can be no doubt that among 
the many home questions before the public, that of education occupies the fore- 
most position. We cannot, we dare not, remain behind in the universal educa- 
tional race. But it is remarkable, and it is furthis reason that we advert to the 
subject—that nearly two thousand years before this great question was discussed 
inthe great British Empire, ithad occupied the attention of ttiioughtful minds 
‘» Judea. The Synhedrion deliberated on the subject, and its illustrious chief 
Simon son of Shetah, in the days of the Asmonean Jannaeus decreed that 
schools should be established in every place thronghout Judea, and that this 
decree was re-enforced and a wider interpretation given it by a high priest shortly 
before the destruction of the temple. It is true that this education was what we 
now call religious. Butit must be borne in mind that the division into secular 
and religious is a modern production. With our. ancestors the whole life and 
all its proceedings and movements were religious. ‘Lhe primer and their school- 
hook was the Law. Out of this everything that was thought worth knowing 
was evolved. Through it every branch of knowledge received’ its sanction, and 
jis understandiog was the chief motive for study. The books of Moses were to 
the Jews what the poems of Homer were to the Greeks. All education com- 
menced with.and was founded upon them. A secular as distinct from a religious 
edneation in the modern.sense of the term did not exist then.’ The distinction 
was evolved much later and brought to perfection in comparatively modern time. 
The fact is that the importance of national education was recognised by the Jews 
two thousand years before England was impressed with it, and provision made 
for it. It would be interesting to know whether, as Lord. Russell proposes, the 
State paid for the education of the poor, or each family had to defray the cost 
of the education of its junior members, But on this subject we belicve the 
Talmud gives.no information. 


POLITICAL QUESTIONS, 

A curious question has occupied the -attention of the Wesleyan Conference 
lately held at Sheffield: What is the position of ministers in political subjects ? 
The conclusion arrived at was that each minister should be left to his own sense 
of honour not to do anything in the public advocacy of disputed political ques- 
tions likely to imperil the peace of the Connexion. This resalt was fair enough 
in the case of Wesleyan Ministers who claim to have received their authority 
from a higher power and therefore had a right to claim independence of the con- 
grevatious in all their acts and opinions. Now suppoee that a Jewish minister 
would employ the spiritual influence possessed by him ia the pulpit for the 
advocacy of the solution of some pending political question on which his flock 
should be divided ; or even without such division would he be justified in 
making the pulpit the medium for the diffusion of. his purely political opinions ? 
We unhesitatingly say no. A Jewish minister derives his authority solely 


from the congregation appointing him. He is in fact a  aQ¥MDY. i.e. 


a delegate of the community charged with the sole commission of 
fulfilling certain purely spiritual functions. The moment he steps 
oat of his sphere he breaks the letter of his mandate. The pulpit is intended 
solely and exclusively for the advocacy of religious and moral interests and for 
the diffusion of spiritual truths. A step beyond is a transgression. A Jewish 
& inister has in this respect po choice. But in his individual capacity out.of the 
. Synagogue he recovers all his individual rights... He is at liberty to exert any 
personal influence he may possess in political matters in any direction he may 
deem fit, He may advocate any political side of a question which he considers 


nght. But as a minister he has no right to express any political opinion what- 
ever, : 


HUMAN SACRIFICES, 

An uscommon mission has lately been undertaken by the English govern 
ment. The kinglet of Porto Novo, West Africa, has according to “ custom ” 
been recklessly elaughtering away the living as sacrifices to appease the manes 
of the dead. ‘The dominions of this potentate happen to be contiguous to our 
Weet African possessions and to be within the circle of our protectorate. Such 
miquitous proceedings therefore could not be tolerated. Accordingly, the J udge 
of Lagos, an interpreter and a guard of honour set out from the place mentioned 
0 lay before this kinglet the remonstrance of the British nation. He must 
either leave off his evil-doings or dread the censequences of England's displeasure. 
After some excuses urged for this “ custom,” the force of which the missionary 
could hot see, the king promised amendment. All honour to England for this 
mission of humanity. The power which has disallowed suttee and exterminated 
the thugs in India, although supported by popular opiaion and claiming the 
sanction of a deity, could not tolerate similar crimes among a population 
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the best of his case. Instead of endeavouring to extenuate his guilt and making 
lame excuses, he might have boldly challenged the missionary to prove the 
criminality of these sacrifices. He might have argued that he only imitated the 
examplo set to him by the primary source of all morality—God Himself. 
According to the teaching of the remonstrants, God the All-bounteous when 
angry with his creatures consented, in order to be appeased, to the sacrifice of his 
only begotten son and became reconciled to tnei in consequence of this sacrifice. 
Why, therefore, should he (the king) resist the demand for sacrifices preferred by 
the manes of the dead venerated by him in order to appease them? Was it his 
fault that these exacting manes could not be appeased by any other means? And 
are mortal beings not greatly inferior to the Son of God—the very image of his 
Father’ What right had a foreigner to interpote between him and his religion, 
thns bringing upon him the wrath of his gods, which would undoubtedly fear- 
fully avenge upon him the disregard of their will? We wonder what answer the 
missionary would have given to this argument. Would he have replied that 
the whole was a delusion and that it was against the law of morality that an 
angry superior being should be appeased by a human eacrifice ? 


ARMINIUS AND THK MACCABEES. 

The Germans celebrated last week a great national festival, On the Monday of 
last week they unveiled the statue of their great national hero—Arminius—who, 
nearly two thousand years ago defeated the invading army of the Roman Varus. 
All honour to the Germans for perpetuating the memory of the patriot who first 
taught them to conquer the foreign intruder. Macaulay somewhere observes 
that they who are indifferent to the great achievements of their ancestors, are not 
likely to achieve anything worthy to be commemorated by their posterity. We 
Jews, too, have had our Arminius ; nay, a whole family of Arminii,’ Full two 
thousand years have passed since the most conspicuous of the heroes and patri- 
otic brothers and martyrs accomplished on the mountains of Judea those im- 
perishable deeds which ended in the liberation of his country from the ruth- 
less invader, secured to it independence and the preservation of the ances- 
tral faith. Yet no monument, save the record of their unparallelled achievements 
tells the heart-stirring tale of their feats to an astounded and admiring posterity. 


To form an idéa of the paramount importance of these achievements, let us just _ 


consider what the history of mankind would be had they never been accomplished 

and compare them with those of the Teutonic hero, No doubt the discomfiture 
of the Romans by the Germans was an extraordinary feat. But still had the 
battle in the Teutoburger forest never been fought, had the laments of Augustus. 
Quinctili Vare Redde mila legiones meas never resoundéd, the stream of history 
would yet have flowed in the channel now oceupied by it, and in the direction still 
pursued. But would this have{been the case had the armies of Antiochus Epiphanes 
succeeded in their purpose ? Judaism extinct and its followers either exterminated 
or absorbed by the surging masses of the invading pagaus, how could Christia- 
nity, how could Mahometanism have arisen’ And without these two mighty 
factors in-the world’s movements, what channel would the stream of history 
have occupied, and what direction would it have pursued ?. He is a bold man 


that would venture to answer these questions. It is, therefore, not the Jews 


only, but the whole civilized world that owes a debt of gratitude to the Hebrew 
Arminii too heavy ever to be repaid. But where is the monament which a 
grateful world has erected in their honour? ‘True, we Jews annually celebrate 
the Feast of Hanucah. But this simply commemorates one incident out of a 
long chain of momentous events, and not any of the heroes. And the civilized 
world ? It does not even commemorate this incident. All that it possesses in 
commemoration is an oratorio. It is enraptured when it sees the con- 
quering hero come. And there its gratitude stops. If it was not too late for 
the Germans to perpetuate the memory of their national hero, why should it be 
too late for us Jews, and the civilized world im general, to commemorate our 
patriots, heroes and martyrs by some monument worthy the achievements of these 
great liberators? It is true that the erection of statues is not in harmony either 
with our Jewish feeling or tradition. DYP'Iy? M’ED Pou PR, declared our sages 
long ago. But“ monument” is not synonymous with statue.” The Jewish national 
character always inclined more to the useful than the merely ornamental, the 
moral more than the esthetical. Well, then, we have now an excellent opportunity 
for perpetuating the memory of the Maccabees, A fund is now being collected 
for the benefit of the Jewish inhabitants of the land which this hervic family 
glorified by its achievements. Let one of the institutions to be called into life 
be established in its memory. An appeal to the civilized world for a Judeo- 
Maccabean Industrial School in the Holy Land would have claims such as ha.dly 
any other institution could prefer.

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QONDITION OF THE JEWS OF JERUSALEM. 


The following is the concluding portion of the Report on the condition of 


the Jews of Jerusalem, presented by Mr. Samvel Montagu to the Committee of — 


the Sir Moses Montefiore Tesii« onial Fund 

&. The capabilities of the Jews of Jerusalem, are, so far as could be observed, but few indecd ; 
and the causes must be sought for in what is written in the various sections above, This applies 
more especially to the Ashkenazi Jews. There is uo manufacture whatever, deserving the name, In 
Jerusalem, except on the aimnallest scale—trifies of olive-wood, made to si®ply the demands of Visitors. 
One Jew only has made himself a loom, and fabricates a coarse kind of cloth. With pecuniary 
assistance, he says, he could do better, and might employ a large number of hands. At present there 
is only employment for himself and wife. Shoemakers, tailors, &e,, employ themselves principally 
in repairing : manufactured to the modest wants of the nalives—being in small request 
and mostly supplied from Damascus, On a small scale, soap is manufactured from a pecullar greasy 
kind of earth. Some olive oil and wine are made ; and, without pretending to the remotest judgment 
in this matter, it may be said that the hills of Palestine, in soil and general appearance, forcibly, 
remind one of the Rhineland. Many of them show the appearance of having been terraced for vine- 
growing. The ploughs are merely bent sticks, which trace a faint and shallow furrow in the soil ; 
but the crops are said to be good, and the land very fertile. Cotton is grown in considerable quantity 
at Nablous, the ancient Shechem, Mulberries have been planted in great abundance at the Netter 
Agricultural School at Jaffa, but have not yet been used for producing silk. Excepting at the Institu- 
tion Just named, no Ashkenaz Jew employs himself with agriculture. He pays a miserable pittance 
to Arab labourers, and superintends ; or he purchases the cattle, and implements, and lends them to 
the Arab proprietor of the soil, taking a proportion of the produce in payment; or he simply lends 
money to the Arab farmer, taking interest in grain, &c,; in each of these instances calling himself 
an agriculturist, but never doing any manual labour. There are, however, many honourable excep- 
tions among the Sephardim, who have founded an Agricultural Colony beyond the Jordan in the 
portions of the land formerly held by the tribes of Reuben and Gad. Letters from these persons 
accompany this Report ; as also a letter from a number of individuals anxious to found an Agricul- 
tural Colony in the fertile district round Jericho, which will be mentioned again hereafter among the 
Recommendations. Many Russian proselytes also, who had been agriculturists in their native coun- 
try, are anxious to be employed as such in Palestine. ie te 

In connection with so important a subject as the capabilities of the Jewish inhabitants, the 
Agricultural School at Jaffa, founded by Mr. Netter, must be brought into prominent notice. This 
year beiag the Sabbatical Year, no productive work is done ; but the land is weeded, the trees propped, 
a well dug. and the roads, buildings and implements repaired, There are 27 boys, mostly Sephardim, 
being taught, Besides being practically tnstructed in Agriculture, they have a fair general education, 
including the French language. If the staff were increased, there is excellent accoummodation for

vf opinion that the adults of Jerusalem are not fitted for agricultural pursuits; and that even. the 
Knasian and Polish agricultural immigrants would be at a great disadvantage—firstly, because tn 
their native eount: iex they had not the kind of competition offered by the Arabs, and, secondly, 
because the syatem and the climate differ so materially from what they are accustomed to. He thinks 
that if the Burepean system of agriculture, which can only be tntredauced gradually, were taught 
to lads of about fifteen, success would result. His experience of the Jews of Jertsalom is, that they 
would prefer to learn handicrafts, The German Agricultural Colony at Jaffa ts not a success, The 
ground is said to be too sandy. The garden founded by Sir Moses Montefiore does not pay its 
expenses, 

The chief capability of the Jewish inhabitants of Palestine, of every country and denomination 
scoms to be his marvellous facility for dealing. His endeavours in tris direction are limited; there 
is little or no field for him. It was a geeneral cause of complaint that small tradesmen have to pay 
sich exhorbitant intere<t for loans—from 10 per cent, to 5 per cent.— that their bustuess is generally 
sWamped by the constant drain. to which thev are thus subjected. 

9, Intimately connected with the capabilities of the land and its inhabitants ts the question of the 
wants of the people, as expressed by themsectves; and to their credit be it said, these were chiefly of 
a nature which manifested the willingness of many of them to emerge from their present condition, 
if they were only enabled to help themselves. As recards these wants and requirements, uraninity 
which would have been suspicious had not the sources of tive information differed so widely, but 
Jews, Mahotnuedans aod Christians, of all conditions, from the Pasha, the Rabbis, and the Consul down- 
wards, were of opinion that if the wants here set forth were supplied, the condition of the Jows would 
be materially improved, They are aa follows:

There 
seeined no good ground for the statement made, that the Kabbins oppose agricuitural pursuits: for 
fear that those engaging therein would trah«gresas the precepts appertaining 
to the land. 

(b.) Vine and cultivation. 

(c.}) Means for teaching children handicrafts. In some tnstances it was emphatically stated that 
the teaching of languages must by no means be mixed ip Ww ith the teaching of hansicrafts. lt wus 
pointed out that three or four children might be educated for eneh trade or business, as—tailors, 
shoemakers, silveremiths, turners, builders, clerks, &c.; that they would have to be supported during 
their apprenticeship, implements would have to-be purchased for them, and money advanced for setting 
them up in business, 

(d,) The greatest stress was laid upon the necessity of a loan fund, by means of which tradesmen 
might obtain loans on security, paying either no interest, or Just enough to recoup expenses and insure 
against losses to the fund. As stated above, the high rate of interest charwed for loans seriously 
inipedes all trade. It was gravely stated, by a high Jewish authority, that the borrower's right to the 
HPA distribution of alms might be hypothecated as security for a loan.

10, Recommendations : No portion of this report has been approached with more serious anxiety 
and consideration than those recommendations - they are submitted as suggestions merely, and it is 
for the committee to determine whether they will adopt them, or any of them. It must be remem- 
bered that they invelve nothing less than the regeneration of many thousands of our brethren. 

The poor of Jerusalem are not different from the other poor of the earth—the poor who, we are 
promised, “ will never cease from the land.” But in Jerusalem there is an element which is perhaps 
unknown in other countries and which has to be coped with. namely. that the beegarv is orwanised. 
In Other lands the warfare with pauperism is of a guerilla nature; the enemy appears in detached 
parties, In Jerusalem, the evil to be attacked, involves 80 per cent. of the Jewish pepulation. On 
the other hand, be it never forgotten, that the pauperism of Jerusalem, in it« present deplorable condl- 
tion, 1s not more than 60 or 70 years old, and thatif auything is to be done to remove the reproach aud 
the scandal which every Jew, of whatever country, must keenly and painfully feel, the present 
auspicious moment is the favourable opportunity, As a matter of facet, many distinguished visitors 
to Jerusalem have never come into contact with Jews except in Palestine, and the impression created 
is anything but favourable. The inhabitants of Jerusalem, it isemphatically declared, can be greatly 
improved if only the means be forthcoming. It is sincerely hoped that this report, imperfect though 
it be in many reapects, may yet induce those who have the love of Jerusalem in their hearts. who vet 
look upon it as as a capital of the country which the Eternal cave to their Ancestors, to think kindly 
of the land, and ont of their abundance to assist to raise their brethren to a place among the nation, 
Such an effort, after a few years of organised assistance, must yield abundant fruit, and its advan- 
tages would he greatly increased and perpetuated if the large amounts now forwarded to Jerusalem 
from Russia, Germany, &c,, were directed into proper channels. 

(a.) [t is not advisable to interfere with the present distribution of DON so far as that it affects 
the old and infirm who have vested interests therein, and who have no other resource. 

(b.) Nothing whatever of a permanent character can be effected for the good of the Jews of 
Jerusalem unless through a European Agency established in Jerusalem by the committee. Two

| One who stays long enough in Rome to see at leisure al] that is most interesting should 

not fail to make a visit to the Ghetto, or Jews’ Quarter, on the side o! the Tiber opposite 
the famous Trastevere District. The Jewish population is not far from 5,000, and ¢ the 
greater part of these sons of Israel are crowded into the natrow, dark lanes of the section 
of the city anciently assigned to them, or which they have more recent voluntarily chosen 
for their home. It is @ fitting nest, and dirty and disgusting as Rome formerly was in 
many parts, no part was equal to this in the of squalid wretchedness which it 
presented and still presente, Whe Popes did little or nothing to improve the condition of 
the Jews of Rome, On the contrary, the faithful were tau ht by e le to believe that 
it was doing God's service to trample und+r foot and humiliate all of the race descended 
frow those who took sych an important part in the y of the sacrifice of the Founder 
of religion. Under the influence of the heathen idea that the Aimighty hates large 
numbers of the human race which His power has created, men deem it their daty to 
constitute themselves the instruments of the divine vengeance, So the Jews have been 
kept under, and their condition has been cited as a proof that the wrath of God isimplaca- 
ble, while the simple trath is that God helps the Jews, as he helps others who have wit 
enough to help themselves ; and under favourable conditions their lot is improved, as we 
have abundant evidence in many of the cities of the United States, where they have 
enjoyed equal privileges with the rest of the population. 

In Italy, outside of Rome, many Jews have risen to tions of conspicuous usefal- 
ness, and as their patriotism is unquestioned and their fidelity to the national cause sincere 
and full of zeal, they have filled and continue to 4ill masy offices of the Government. Not 
a few have been elected as Deputies, anc the number actually in Parliament is well toward 
a dozen, Several of the ablest conducted journalsare under their direction, and they have 
given an excellent example to the so-called religions organs for fairness and moderation in 
the discussion of exciting questions. As I bave had before occasion to say, the acrimonv 
of some of the clerical newspapers is carried beyond all restraint, and shows what use or 
abuse is made of that liberty which the party profess to abhor and condemn, 

_ Returning to the Jews of Rome, nine out of ten of those of the poorer classes here, as 
in other cities, are engaged in the commerce of old clothes. There are no odds and ends 
of @ threadbare wardrobe, from the fit-out of a Privee to the coat and trousers with 
broken seams and split ribs, of the shabby citizen, that do not fall into their hands. No 
rag or fag-end of sewed or woven fabiic is lost. Indeed, there is no odd- thing that you 
may be hanting for, to add to the curiosities of your fantasical cabinet, bat you may find 
in One or another vf their numerous depositories Do you wish a piece of faded tapestry 
from the walls of an old palace, itis there. Are you a painter aud wish for an original 
costume for one of your savjects, you can find what you wish; even to the cast off mitre 
of a Bishop, with all the jewelled or coloured-glaas ornaments still upon it; or the co 
and train of a Cardinal, wita the snuff stains just as the old prelate left them when 
opened his tobacco box for the last time.

There is now an upper Ghetto, or sort of supplement to the old one, and in this the 
better class of the disciples of Moses have their shops. “ The famous Cenci Palace, asso- 
ciated with the memory of Beatrice, is in this quarter, and, indeed is now in great part 
occupied by the Jews. On the opposite side of the square is the Temple, in which good 
Israelites ooserve with as much fidelity the rites and duties of their retigien as do any 
Romaas, or other Christians, theirs. Behind the Temple, down by the Tiber, is the real 
Jews’ quar’er, the dirty cloaca into which the Pope thrust them as a punishment for the 
sins committed by their fathers nineteen centaries ago. It is the part of Rome first : ut 
under water by an overflow of the Tibe~. Oh, what a sad, dirty place; and how could 
enybody live there who had ever been accustomed to a life of decent surroundings. Yet 
man isa creatare of habit, and can get used to many disagreeanle things. It might be 
supposed that this foul sink would be an unhealthy place, and that the inhabitants would 
be carried off iu hundreds by fatal distempers. But jast the opposite is the truth, aad the 
(;hetto is one of the healthiest quarters of Rome. It has been spared by the cholera, and 
fevers generally give it the go-by. Many of the inhabitants are robust-looking, and there, 
as much as anywhere else, the women are inclined to overload themselves with the tremb- 
ling gelatine of an unwoltsome fat. 

Once a year a day is set apart in the Church of St, John Lateran for baptizing the 
Jews converted to Christianity during the twelvemonth. I have known this sect of the 
hierarchy for more than tweuty years, and have not heard of a Jew baptized in that 
time. ‘lhe Pope has not been able to frighten or coax any of the children of the prophets 
to forsake their ancient faith. ‘There is a Protestant missionary here who has a commis- 
eion to look after the Jews, to do what good he can to their bodies as well as their souls. 
1 do not thiuk any great headway is made, although the benevolent purpose is worthy of 
respect. The ameloration of the condition of the Jews can best come from the Jews 


themselves, and as there are so many rich and intelligent ones in the world they should be 
a power, if they worked together, for the good of their race, For the rest, they take care 
of éach other after a fashion, and for them as weil as for Asiatics, Africans, and others 
who tare worse, God will make i: all right in the course of time. It will be something 1f 
man does not hinder the work ef improvement, by cruel persecutions, impelled by a fana- 


tical zeal to make all things alike, and reduce to a uniform system the mode in which man © 


must worship God. Now tha* the Italians are determined that elementary education shall 
be carried on in municipal acd not in sectarian schools, the Jews send their children to 
theni for instruction, instead of depending, as before, upon their own priests. This is a 
step toward civic if. not retigious fratermity. The Israelites are as tenacious of their 
dogmas as any Christians, and often as superstitions in the observance of rites as the 
nost abject followers of the Pope. To light a fire on Saturday, would be as great a sin as 
for a priest of the Koman Church to take any nourishment before saying mass, 


PARADISE AND Cuasipra.—The following story is told by the Echo—we 
know not on what authority :—"* An amusing story of ‘ other-worldliness,’ as 
egotistical pietism has been happily styled, is related of a member of a Jewish 
sect which numbers many adherents in Eastern Europe where, owing to unjust 
laws, the Jewish population is in a great measure removed from the influence of 
modern culture. A Polish Jew lately called at a Jewish merchant's office in 
Kiev, and begged of the cashier, who turned a deaf ear to hisrequest. The sup- 
plicant then tried the effect of a little Oriental word-painting, and reminded his 
coreligionist of the golden shower of daylight which shall reward the benevo- 
lent in Paradise.

MR. MONTAGU’S REPORT, 


Ix another column will be found the conclading portion of Mr. Sawcer. 
Montacu’s report on the condition of the Jews of Palestine. The 
community will thus be enabled to form a. judgment of its merits 
and the grounds on which its adoption waa declined by the committee of the 
Testimonial Fund. This jadgment we will not anticipate, especially justnow, 
when fresh materials are being collected for another report which way greatly 
modify public opinion on the subject and perhaps give it quite a new turn. 
Indeed the Habazeletii, published at Jerusalem, which produces a Hebrew 
translation of Mr. Monracu’s report does not fail to append notes, the object 
of which is to rectify some of the statements made which it considers erroneous, 
to extennate some of the shortcomings laid at the door of the Jewish popula- 
tion in the Holy City and offer explanations of others intended to weaken 
their force. Thus much, however, we may say that Mr. Moytaco’s report 
which bears on the face the stamp of independence atid observation, agrees 
pretty much both in substance and spirit with that published some three 
years ago by Professor Grarrz and his travelling companion after a visit pail 
by them to the Holy Land, and with the still older remarks: made by Dr. 
Franke, of Vienna, in his “ Nach Jerusalem” whither he had gone, sent 
on a mission by a benevolent lady for the purpose of establishing there an 
infant school. 

That the public, rightly or wrongly, must have been unfavourably 
impressed by these accounts is quite evident by the inadequate response with 
which the appeal of the Testimonial Committee has as yet met. While the 
recognition of the unparallelled services rendered to the cause of Israkt by the 
veteran, Sir Moses Mowreriore, is universal; while the veneration for him 
extends as far as his fame is gone; while the attachment to his persons only 
equalled by the respect for him; while there was undoubtedly a disposition ; 
nay more, a desire to give substantial expression to these feelings; yet the 
moment the direction in which this appreciation was to manifest itself was 
pointed out to the public, a most depressing coolness exhibited itself and 4 
deplorable damp seemed to have been thrown over the general ardor. 

No doubt the unfavourable impressions made by previous reports on 
thoughtful minds of the social and intellectual condition of those who were 
pointed out as fit objects of the intended benefactions was not theonly cause 
of the chill to which we refer. ‘There were other concurrent cause. There 
was the fact that within the recollection of the living generation repeated 
successful appeals had been made for the benefit of these very same petitioners 
in the Holy Land, and that nothing practical had been effected or even pe 
posed to keep the wolf from their doors. The public became — 
both of the wisdom of the dispensers of its bounty and of the goodwill of - 
recipients. There was further the mistake on the part of the — 
Committee that in so important a movement which, in order to sneceet, 
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uired the hearty co-operation of the Jewish community all over the civi- 
lized world, it did not take into its counsel the continental Jewish leaders: 
did not prepare the way for the reception of the object ; nay, did not even come 
forward with some outline of a scheme to be afterwards modified according to 
circumstances; did not say a word about the necessity of a secular education 
the disregard of which is the erying evil all throughout the Palestinian Jewish 
community, and above all failed to enlist the sympathies of the Universal 
Israelitish Alliance which has now become the leading international Jewish 
power of the globe, but burst upon the world with a number of general ideas, 


attractive it is true, but of the practicability of which in the existing state of 


things not a syllable was said. Bearing in mind these considerations, the 
wonder is not that the appeal has not had all the success which could have 
been desired, but that it has had any success at all. But for the magic power 
of the great name—a real tower of strength to every project to which it is 
attached—there can be little doubt it would have fallen still-born to the 
ground. Happily the mischief done by these oversights is not quite irre- 

ble, and our principal object in dwelling upon them was to point out how 
nour humble opinion, some of the errors may yet be redeemed and a founda- 
tion yet be laid for the success of a grand idea which meets with our hearty 
approval and possesses our full sympathy. 

An excellent opportunity for repairing some of these errors is afforded by 
this new visit of Israel’s venerated champion to the scene of the projected 
activity. The journey of the nonagenarian, the evidence which it gives 
that he bas thrown his heart and soul into the undertaking, and 
the profound devotion to the sacred cause which this pilgrimage 
exhibits, have excited enthusiasm in wide circles, Let this enthusiasm 
be made a new starting point for the idea. With the fresh particulars which 
the experience of Sir Moses will have gathered on the spot, and the body of 
opinion elicited by him from those primarily interested in the movement, 
there could be no difficulty in framing an ontline of a scheme for the perma- 
nent improvement of the condition of our Palestinian brethren in which special 
regard should be paid to. their idiosyncracies, to such of their shortcomings 
as are admitted on all hands, and to the absence of all provision for seculat 
education. Let the Alliance which possesses the will, the means, and the 
necessary organization and machinery for snch an undertaking, be invited to 
share the labours of the Committee in sq far as education is concerned. Let 
the Committee at once utilise for this purpose the Agricultural School at 


Jaffa, Let the Committee pledge itself to. carry out its scheme under the 
direct supervision of a European Commission. Let it openly discountenance 
all outbursts of fanaticism such as was exhibited when it was lately attempted 
to establish a library at Jerusalem, and a sentence of excommunication ‘pro 

nounced on the founders because, forsooth, the collection also contained 


heretical books. Let the fanatics be given to understand that the abus 


made of these sentences of excommunication cannot be tolerated any longer: 


In a word, let there be made a clean breast of all existing evils; and we 
entertain a strong hope that there may yet be awakened an earnest desire in 
the hearts of numbers as yet unmoved by the appeal to hold out a helping 
hand and to crown the praiseworthy efforts now being'made with the complete 
success which they so fully deserve. We say to the Committee as medical 
men are wont to address their despondent pauents : Nil desperandam ! , 


VIVISECTION, 
-- 


Ix the recent controversy on Vivisection, which attracted considerabie atten- 
tion among the thoughtful part of the public, each side as usual attributed 
the lowest motives to the other and represented those who differed from its 
accepted views, as incarnate fiends, or as drivelling idiots. Men of known 
philanthropy who had devoted years of their life to the relief of hums, 
sufferings, were branded as cruel monsters, as ruffians of the deepest die, as 
tormentors of dumb animals who ought to have been dissected themselves ; — 
while kind-hearted individuals who brought to light a serious and growing 
abuse, were held up as senseless enthusiasts who opposed the interests o 
science and real humanity, as meddling fools who in their maudlin sentiment- 
ality attached more importance to the life of a rabbit than that of a man, 
bo the spasms of a frog than to the agony of a superior being created in the 
image of God. It is much to be regretted that questions of public importance 
should not be temperately discussed on their own merits alone. Abuse and 
misrepresentation are principally harmful to those who employ them and tend 
to cast ridicule on a good case and to render a doubtful case positively 
hateful, 

As Jews we regard these proceedings with considerable interest, since mercy 
to animals is a quality for which our race has been ever eminently distinguished, 
Throughout the Mosaic law there breathes a spirit of tenderness towards 
dumb brutes, of a higher kind, perhaps, than the zeal displayed by the 
salaried officials of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 

True, man is made lord paramount over all creation; and the rest of the 
animal kingdom is rendered subordinate to him. The Lonp said to Noau 
when he came out of the Ark: “ And the fear of you and the dread of you 
thal be upon every beast of the air, upon all that moveth upon the earth, 


= 
and upon all the fishes of the sea: into your hand they are delivered. Every 
moving thing that liveth shall be meat to you, even as the green herb have I 
given you all things.” The first duty of man is the preservation of his life 
and consequently he may sacrifice the life of inferior animals for that purpose. 
But he is by no means anthorized to deal cruelly with them, to kill them tor 
sport or to torture them for the gratification of mere curiosity. The animals 
used by the Jews for food, are slaughtered in a particular way which igs 
believed to inflict the least possible amount of pain, and the Jewish laws in 
this matter are very stringent. In every other respect animals under th, 
Mosaic dispensation received as much consideration as man himself. The 
ox and the ass were as much entitled to enjoy rest on the Sabbath as the 
man-servant, the maid-servant or the master. The poor brute that crouched 
under its burden was to be relieved; a helping hand was to be given for thi, 
purpase even by an enemy, and the kid was not to be seethed in its mother’s 
milk. The kind treatment of the lower members of the creation enjoined 
in the Bible has been followed by the Jews to the present day. 

The gilded youth among us as a role do not amuse themselves by 
shutting up a number of harmless pigeons and then releasing the.a from their 
prison, only to shoot and maim them wholesale; they do not, as a 
rale, pursue the timid hare or the wily fox with hounds and horses, delighting 
over the agony they inflict on inoffensive animals for their own private amuse- 
ment; they do not breed game cocks to tear each other to pieces before 
crowds of excited and savage spectators who gloat on the sufferings of the 
birds, as the Spaniards exult every time a fresh dart goads on the tortured 
bull to increased madness; nor do they practice “ battue” shooting; nor the 
various other forms of more or Jess refined cruelty which are openly followed 
and recommended in this country as manly and exhilarating pastimes.. 

We should certainly have felt much more confidence in the earnestness 
and freedom from prejudice of the opponents of Vivisection, if they had 
directed their attention at the same time to other evils, which appear to us to 
have far more extended proportions. If those gentlemen who were so pathetic 
on the suffering of rabbits and dogs at the hands of the surgeons, had not 
been so insensible to the miseries of hares, foxes, pigeons anid deer at their 
own hands or those of their friends, they might have enlisted to a greater 
extent: the support of the real lovers of animals. If those well-intentioned 
individuals could prevail on the proper authorities to prosecute the persons who 
break their ponies’ knees while playing Polo at Lillybridge, or who bring 


down hecatombs of pigeons at Hurlingham; if they could induce their 


acquaintances to gell off their hunters, and hounds, and harriers, they would 
indeed render an inestimable boon to the animal world. Our observations 
may possibly be not very popular in those circles where mysterious virtues 
are ascribed to every description of sport. . We speak from a Jewish point of 
view, and we do not think that manliness and wholesome exercise must be 
necessarily associated with cruelty to animals.: We opine that the hare and 
the fox mus‘ writhe with pain under the fangs of the hound, quite as mach 
as the rabbit and the dog under the knife of the surgeon. And we as Jews 
are just as averse to the torture of wretched brutes under the name of science 
as under the name of healthy diversion. 

The Mosaic Law does not speak of Vivisection any more than it. speak§ 
of the numerous scientific discoveries of modern days. Anatomy and Physi- 


| ology were scarcely known in biblical times, and in the absence of direct alla- 


sions to the practice in question, we must gather the injunctions of the divine 
legislator by analogous facts. The beasts of the field are made subservient to man | 
but they possess their own claims on the care of the superior creature, and they 
have theirownrights. The laws of Providence allow man to kill the ox or the sheep 
to supply himself with the clements needed to replace the waste which daily 
occurs in his body. By a parity of, reasoning, we believe that man may 
sacrifice a dog or a rabbit, should the taking of its life fairly promise to revea) 
the means of saving his own. The law of self-preservation is the first law of 
nature. The meaner must give way to the higher animal; and it by the 
examination of the body of a rabbit the surgeon may be enabled to discover 


the action of a new remedial agent, he clesrly appears as entitled to take the - 


life of the rabbit as the poulterer who skins it and sells it for food. 

We are not to be understood as advocating the hacking and hewing of 
domestic animals to satisfy, under the name of scientific experiments, the 
jove of inflicting wanton pain, which disgraces some lads or the morbid 
curiosity which stimulates so-called students. A Commission on Vivisec- 
tion has been appointed by Government, and its Report may throw some 
light on the extent to which the practice is carried on in England. We do 
not, however, anticipate any great result fromdhis step. The medical pro- 
fession is somewhat divided as to the advantages that may be derived from 
Vivisection. The profession doubtless contains many able and consciencions 
men, who are only actuated by love of truth and love of mankind; but it is a 
singular fact that as soon as a body of eminent practitioners comes forward 
and declares that black is white, another body of practitioners, of fully a® 
high repute, asserts with equal confidence that white is black. Laymen 
cannot pretend to act as judges in this matter; but it seems to us that the 


indiscriminate and unlicensed cutting up o! animals by students an! other: 


should be at once forbidden by legislative enactments under severe penalties. 
According to our views, those physicians and surgeons who sincerely 
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| | 
believe that Vivisection is likely to yield results beneficial to mankind, by 


furnishing a clue to diseases hitherto on'y imperfectly known, or by showing 
the effects of some newly discovered agent, should be called upon by a 
specially appointed commission to demonstrate the reasons for their belief 
The general good faith and sincerity of the profession may be trusted. 
When these reasons ate accepted as satisfactory, then the legislature might 
license certain places—probably the medical schools of the hospitals—where 
Vivisection might be carried on with certain restrictions under the eyes ol 
proper instructors, and, if possible, after administering anesthetics to the 
animals, which are sacrificed for the welfare of man. Thus the career of scien- 
tific experimental research having in view the relief of human misery might be 
continued, without perpetrating needless cruelty. 

The Jews, as a rule, are not addicted to self-righteousness, and they do 
not claim a monopoly either of Heaven or of the virtues of earth. We 
cannot, however, refrain from observing that Jewish charity teaches tender- 
ness to dumb animals under all circumstances, whereas Christian charity 
seemingly shouts for kindness to the lower creation only when it does not 
interfere with its own amusements. 


LETTERS ON JEWISH EDUCATION.—No. I. 
OUR SCHOOLS—WHAT THEY HAVE DONE—WHAT THEY ARE DOING— 
AND WHAT THEY MIGHT DO.

Mr. Eprror,—There is perhaps no other subject on which so many, and such 
varied opinions are boldly hazarded, as that which in reality requires more serious 
consideration and more earnest reflection than any other—Education. . 

We are asked, “* Will Education eradicate crime ?"’ “ Do you really think we 
ought to educate the humbler classes to the extent we are doing?” It would not 
in fact be diffiealt even. ini the present enlightened age to liad many, who, 
buttoning up their pockets (and perhaps so that they may have an excuse for 
doing 80), sav decisively don't the of educating the people at all— 
it only makes them “‘uppish,’ causes strikes and discontent, and raises them 
above their station.” 7 

Some think that their own position demands that their children should: be 
acquainted with Apollo and Hercules; others Ciscard these for Merctry. and 
Mammon ; and thus the excellent commercial schools of the present day have 
been added to the classical seminaries of a former period. Some, having in view 
the perpetuation of the memory of a distinguished individual, found scholarships 
in our primary schools, to enable poor boys to pursue a higher education, without 
the question having been decided whether the adoption of such a course is nyt 
taking the boy out of a line in which he would be sure of the means of self- 
maintenauce and eelf-elevation—to give him, prematurely, tastes and habits: 
which fur many years to come he may not be able to satisfy, and which, mean- 
while, may lead him into a course of life very far from what his would-be bene- 
factors intended for him. 

Amidst the numerous advocates of these theories, how few have realized the 
idea that Education, to have any benelicial effect on the future well-being of the 
masses, must be of a sound and practical character ; that it chould be, as it were, 
tonic m its effect ; that it should brace up the mental and moral system, so tha!’ 
wuatever may be the tools with which the future man has to work gut his des- 
tiny, these may-ve held firmly avd may be wielded with earnestness and 
discretion, 

Very few, if indeed any, say these schools, these armics of children are 
made up of individual souls ;, each oe precious in the eyes of its Maker, each one 
having its own special character, to be curbed and moulded ; to be developed 
and strengthened—for evil or for good, for death or for life, for earth or for 
heaven. How many of the managers of schools reflect, that beneath the thread- 
bare pinafore of every one of those little ones, being driven by a child scarcely 
alder than those under its care, and whose mental and moral status is barely a 
step in advance of theirs, beats a heart, requiring as much love and as much 
culture as those of their own little ones, so carefully watched over and tended 
at home?’ That each one of these ragged children, ragged only as far as their 
clothes are concerned, can love now, and can learn to hate : that it has feelings 
which may be touched ; passions which may be aroused or checked ; that cach 
has its little joys it would love to relate ; that each has its-sorrows it would like 
to confide ; and oh! if such a state of confidence were established between the 
pupils and their teachers, would not the effect on the characters of the children 
in the candour such engendered, and the strength imparted, do much to coun- 
teract that cunning, that prevarication, and that concealment by. which many of 
these innocent creatures are surrounded? and would it ‘not thus tend to the 
prevention and eradicatien of evil—which, forcing the little things through 
certain standards of mere book knowledge—if kuowledge it can be termed— 
would never do. 

Now, where the schools are too large this influence is not obtained. The 
youngest children are taught in groups by other children who go by the name 
of “monitors” or by semi-ignorant, and in some cases semi-barbarous youths or 
girls called pupil teachers ; if these had even the slightest conception or appre- 
ciation of the moral duty they have to perform, they could only impart to the 
children just as much, or rather just as little, knowledge as they poseess, and 

hus it is that by this portion of the system—which I admit has become neces- 


generally, not of schools in particular 
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sary in large schools—the masters of the classes into which the Pupils subse 
quently pass have very much to undo, and have infinitely harder work than 
would have under some other organization. I do not know how the 


m 
our Jews’ Free School accomplish their most difficult task. I can only io 
the results they attain are astounding. I have seen a great proportion of the 


schools of England ; I have never seen the lower division more rough ; for I do 
not know any school where the original material is so raw as that upon which 
this school has to operate. I know of no school—even including those called 
Middle and Higher class—where the boys of the upper forms are more intelli. 
gent, better mannered, better disciplined, or more intent on their work. 


This is however the resuit of their having passed through the various 
classes ; but it must be borne in mind that many children leave school before 
they reach such an advanced stage and that therefore the elevating and refining 
influences should be brought to hear upon them from the very moment they 
enter. I have met with many boys who say they have been several years at the 
Free School, but who after leaving are still ignorant and rough, I have Care- 
fully investigated these and find in every case the boys have been kept away 
by their parents, the fault lies at home not with’the school, 

[ have headed these letters “Jewish Education,” but I do not by any ineans 
wish toimply that the erroneous syetem I have pointed out belongs specially to 
our community. On the contrary, were it not that I might be charged with 
wishing to nake capital out of my glorious privilege in being a Jew, I should 
wish to say that our schools are not only as good as, but better than, most others 
of the same class in this country, and the government reports of those that are 
under inspection prove this to be true, whilst for honesty of purpose, good 
feeling, moral intluence, and the charity which they disseminate, they are, | 
fearlessly assert, second to none. 

A series of visits to our communal! schools has proved to me, that the public 
are scarcely aware of the great work being done in our midst, and that the 
calibre of our teachers is not appreciated. Here we have a body of zealous 
earnest and self-sacrificing men and women, who, under disadvantages of the 
most severe character, have worked on even during a period when they were 
considered merely as teaching machines, when the schoolmaster had no position 
whatever in society, when they had to compete with men, who having failed in 
everything else, or having become too aged or imbecile for any other walk in 
life, had been appuinted to the othee of schoolmaster. | 

It was into such a state of things that our modern Jewish teachers first 
stepped. One ot our greatest workers has told me how he Was once accused of 
doing.a permanent injury to the nation, because he was teaching French after 
school-lhours, to some of his. boys, and, in various ways, met with opposition 
rather than support from their managers; yet they have stood boldly forth and 
have made for themselves a position from which they reflect credit on'us. When 
rovernment certificates were issued they went up and took them. They have 
craduated at the University, and in the varions local associations of elementary 
teachers they are well received, their Opinions are sought and are highly valued. 

Onur managers have, however, began to discover (and on their completing their 
education in this respect, rests the future succéss of our institutions) that “ the 
master is the school.” The old fashioned expression “ we have vot a very good 
man but he requires looking after,’ must be heard no longer. We have now men 
and women who understand their work, who know what a school. ought to be, 
and the’ committees should be content to manage affairs generally, but in-all thei! 
debates on educational matters the masters and mistresses should sit at the board 
and have a voice in all such discussions, Again, in the awards for scholarships, 
tlhe papers sheuld be set and the examinations should be held, not necessarily by 
such members of the Committee as happen to have taken University degrees, 
but by practical teachers who understand the manner in which questions should 
be put to, and the answera which may be expected from, boys of the class and 
age under exa‘nination, a plan recentiy followed by the London School Board: 
in the examination forthe Hartog Scholarship. 

[- would, however, speak of systems, not of men, of Jewish Education 
- although I may cite individual instances 
in support of the arguments addaci-d. I shall endeavour to show (1) that our 
schools require grouping, the scope of each being accurately detiued so that one 
may work into the hands of the other, instead of being if not antagonistic at 
least not helpful to each other; (2) that further means for training our teachers 
are wauted, to enable them to take and maintain the elevated position they 
should hold; a position, second only, if indeed it is second to that of 
ministers of religion; (3) that the method of teaching some of the sub 
jects so as to enlarge the mind and strengthen the reasoning powers of the 
pupils requires improvement (4), that means are wanted for continuing the 
education and exerting a beneficial influence over the boys and girls after they 
have left the day schools (5), that a United Jewish Board of Education should 
be formed, of which the leading teachers should be ex-officio members, and which 
should originate a scheme for placing the Hebrew and religious instraction on : 
least as good a footing as the “ paying ” subjects of the Code. This oe 
should have as a primary object the publication of books specially adapted o 
Jewish schools and for Jewish homes. It should appoint Jewish eae 
Inspectors, and should raise and keep up a fund to aid schools in the prov pot 
and in the distant districts of London in obtaining the services of competen 
teachers, supplementing but not superseding local efforts. 

In simple terms then, we want unity of purpose, unity 
system ; but, alas! much of the history of our people shows that these 
deficiencies to which so many of our misfortunes may be traced. 
but need they continue to be so’ Ages of persecution, of detraction, 


of action, unity of 
are nations 
I say are, 
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restriction have caused separation ; our nation has been cut up into sections, 
each compelled to look after its own interests, or rather, after its own safety 
Every man has as it were been driven to look to himself for very life, yet edu- 
cation has never been neglected amongst us, Thus, from even the darkest 
periods of our history shine forth some of the brightest lights of our literature: 
and yet, is there on the face of earth any one nation more united in faith than 
we are? From east to west, from north to south, there beats in us one heart ; 
and one undivided allegiance to the God of Israel animates us. 

The lofty spires of the magnificent cathedrals of the middle ages rear aloft 
their finials in pursuance of the doctrine of the early Christians thet the lines 
shonld point to Heaven, whilst those of pagan temples were for the most part 
horizontal, parallel with the earth: and these spires: are ornamented with 
crockets, the shepherd’s crook, to gather straying sheep,—our religon 
requires no such symbolism—is there any community from which there 
are so few stragglers as that to whom God entrusted His Law on Sinai—is 
there any other religion which in its very essence points directly to Heaven ? 

In spite of all that has been done to annihilate us, we have spread into every 
corner of the earth. Men steadfast and true have traversed the mighty ocean, 
and have planted the standard of the God of Israel in the most distant lands, 
and it is a glorious satisfaction to our early workers to know, that in most cases 
the voices raised to teach the Word of Godto the people in the most remote 
regions, first pronounced the ineffable name in the Jews’ Free School, from 
which has proceeded the great mass of Jewish teachers throughout England, 
America and the colonics. 

Success thus far achieved must not however incline us to rest on our laurels. 
The same energy, the same indomitable perseverance which induced our fathers to 
establish the Portuguese Schools, the Free School, the Jews’ Llospital and the 
Orphan Asylum, when others were content to let what they called well alone, 
must not now be allowed to flag, but our pre-eminence must be maintained, and 
in proportion to our advantages, increased, 

Time moves on, we see its changes around us; let us not only keep pace 
with every movement, but le‘ us still keep the lead. Any one who will visit our 
communal schools, and will trace the effects of the teaching from one class to 
another, will be struck with the results. They will scarcely feel inclined to ask 
“ What can education do ?”’ for the auswer might be, “ What can it not do 

We must, | say, go on, but I strennously urge that our progress in 
secular subjects must not be purchased by a falling off in religious teaching or 
ia the instruction in our sacred language : and I shall in this series of letters 
venture on giving a few hints in the hope of showing how this very instruction 
may be brought to bear ppon the general education of. the children, how their 
reasoving powers tnay be thereby developed, their perceptions strengthened, and 
that thas the recently formed impression that Hebrew and religious knowledge 
are only necessary for synagogue service may be removed, whilst the influence 
or: the children may last throughout their lives.

Paris.—Dr. Landsberg, rabbi of Liegnitz, ‘russia, a prominent member of 
the Universal Israelite Alliance, having lately paid a visit to Paris, the Central 
Committee availed itself of this opportunity to pay a special mark of attention 
to the visitor, in recognition of the important services rendered bv him to the 
good cause. A banquet was: given in his honour, which was attended by M. 
Cremieux and ether leading members of the Association. In the toast. proposed 
by the illustrious president of the Association, he stated that we western Jews 
having obtained all the rights so long withheld from them, must not be satisfied 
with this achievernent, but must labour for those brethren-in-faith who are still 
oppressed by bigotry. Rabbi Landsberg responded in German, expressing his 
regret that it was not in his power to render the Association such eminent ser- 
vices as were performed by Baron Hirsch and M. Goldschmidt. Chief Rabbi 
Isidor likewise spoke, stating that wlule the German Jews were the first in the 
field of Jewish science, their French brethren had been the first to raise the banuer 
of liberty and equality in behalf of their coreligionists al! over the globe. 
—The Archives Israelites enumerates several coreligiopists who have 
recently been decorated with the Order of the Legion of Honour. Among these 
is M. Trenel, Principal of the Rabbinical Seminary of Paris, in consideration of 
his arduous labours, devotion-and indefatiguable activity —Two Jews took part 
in the proceedings of the Geographical Congress lately held in Paris. Dr, 
Rubinstein read a paper on Meteorology, which created a sensation, and Dr. 
Silbermann submitted an important paper ou Geology.—Z/sraelite. 


Freewasonry iv THE Hoty Lanp,—It may not be uninteresting to English 
Freemasous to learn that there has existed a masonic lodge at Jerusalem ever 
since the year 1873. It was established by Dr. Morris of the United States, who 
procured a charter from the Grand Lodge of Canada, Its title is “ Royal 
Selemen: Mothar Lodge,” No. 293 of Jerusalem. One of the motives set forth 
by the founder for this undertaking is the beneficial influence that Freemasonry 
would be likely to have upon the morals of the people. “The people,” he says, 
“are all torn to pieces with strife and discord. The Moslem hates the Jew, the 
Jew hates the Christian, the Christian hates them both, They seem born only 
to worry and devour each other. One would scarcely thiok they are children of 
acommon parent. There seems no way to bring therm together in peace and 
nenany, except through Freemasonry.” It is the opinion of Dr. Morris that 
were the Order once thoroughly established in the towns of Palestine. and a

AMSTERDAM, 


We have in our last given an account of the celebration of the bi-centenary 
of the Portuguese Synagogue at Amsterdam. By way of supplement we now 
add a few details concerning the formation of the Portaguese Congregation and 
the building of the synagogue. We gather them from the Jsraelit : 


_ In the year 1593 ten Jewish families, which outwardly conformed to Chris- 
tianity, left ivhospitable Spain under the leadership of Jacob Tirado. They 
embarked for the Netherlands for the purpose of settling there, Their ship wax 
captured by an English vessel. They, however, met with a friendly reception in 
England, through the influence of one of their party—Maria Nunez, and received 
permission to quit the country. A storm drove their vessel to Emden, where 
they accidentally met with the rabbi of the Jewish Congregation there—Moses 
Uri Halevi—by whom they were advised to go to Amsterdam, whither he pro- 
mised to follow them. In April 22nd, 1593, the party safely arrived there. 
They were soon joined by Rabbi Uri, who received them into the Abrahamic 
covenant. An Oratory was established, in which Uri and his son acted as pre- 
centors, All this, however, was done secretly. In the year 1594, while they 
were celebrating the Day of Atonement in their place of worship, soldiers entered, 
and they were taken prisoners. But the eloquence of Jacob Tirado and his 
influence stood them in good stead. They were not only liberated, but even 
received permission from the authorities to practice their religion publicly. In 
the year 1598 they accordingly built the first synagogue, “ House of Jacob,” 
Their first rabbi was Joseph Pardo of Salonica. ‘The congregation, increasing, 
another synagogue, “ Abode of Peace,” was. built in 1610. Soon after, diesen- 
sions arose among them, a third synagogue was built. In the year 1693, the 
dissenting congregations having became reconciled, a Talmud Torah School, 
consisting of seven classes, was established, the teacher of which were the rabbis 
Samuel Morteira and Isaac Aboab, well-known for their learning. In 1671 the 
community consisted of 4,000 families. In that year was commenced the build- 


ing of that splend'd synagogue, in its time the finest in the world—the second 
bi-centennary of which has just been celebrated.

JERUSALEM.—An appeal on behalf of a new hospital to be established at 
Jerusalem has been issued. . It bears the signatures of A. Lehren, of Amsterdam, 
Rabbi Bamberger, of Wurzburg, Rabbi Sterna of Hamburg, and Rabbi Lehmann, 


of Mayence. It was not submitted for signature to Rabbi Hirsch, of Frankfort, 
in consequence of the illness of the rabbi. 


Bertin.—The School Beard has resolved to request the wardens of the 
Jewish community to submit to it a plan for the religions instruction of Jewish 
children in public senools and also to point out to it suitable books. It is the 
intention of the Board to have religions instruction imparted to the Jewish 
children in all public scl.ools in which there should be a demand for it.—The 
Committee of the Michael Beer Foundation have this yeer awarded the prize 


for sculpture to the sculptor Max Landsberg. There were cnly two candidates. 
The foundation is only available for Jews. 


Russta.—ln Russia, as known, there exists a Society for the Promotion «f 
Culture (722A AIIN) among the Jews, the members of which are, of course, 
coreligionists. From the annual report lately pablished, it appears that the 
funds collected are chiefly employed in the support of efficient elementary schools, 
which are not as numerous as might be wished.. The society also provides 
sch ols which stand in need thereof, with schoolbooks and subsidizes deserving 
students at Universities.—The ingenuity of the police has discovered a new 
means for harrassing the poor Jews. By an imperial ukase which has been in 
force for some years, Jewish mecnanics and artizans were permitted to settle in 
the interior of Russia. Latterly the police have made the discovery that certain 
cecnpations such as photography do not come within the sphere ‘ot those which 
entitle Jews practising them to take up their residence in the forbidden pro. 


vinces.. Forthwith a decree to this end was issued, and a number of Jews are 
being reduced to beggarv. 


Mvunicu.—For a long time there have been loud complaints about the 
insufficiency of synagogal accommodation. The necessity of erecting a new and 
large synagogue was evident. But in the presence of the great differences of 
opinion among the members of the community with regard to public worship, 
such a scheme was impracticable. The wardens having arrived at the conclu-ion 
that these differences were irreconcilable deterinined to erect two new synagogues, 
one for the conservative and the other for the progressive members, every one of 
whom will have to declare which he wishes to join. The ritual of the conserva- 
tives will be that in use among the German and Polish Jews, For the progres- 
sive party it is proposed to adopt the liturgy of the Berlin reform congregation. 
In this litargy are omitted all prayers expressing a hope of a restoration of the 
temple, of the advent of the Messiah or the re-establishment of the sacrificial 
service. Several hyn:ns will be sung in German and the organ will be played.— 
An interesting literary discovery has been made. The Rev. Dr. Pereles, 
Rabbi of the Congregation of Munich, discovered in the Royal Library 
of Munich the manuscript of the earliest Latin translation of Maimonides’ 
“(iuide of the Perplexed” (O°313) M3). OF this famous work originally written 
in Arabic there existed already in the lile'ime of the author two Hebrew versions, 
and it was shortly after his death, probably through the instrumentality of the 
Kiperor Frederic I]. in South [Italy also translated into Latin. It was thus 
introduced to the scholastic literature upon which, under the title of “Dux 
Nentrorum,” it exercised a profound influence, This version was considered as 
lost, so that those who wished to become acquainted with the medizval philo- 
sophy, if they did not understand Hebrew, were obliged to have recourse to the 
faulty translation of Giustiniani, (Paris, 1520) and that of the younger Buxtorf, 
(Basie, 1620). Dr. Pereles has showa that the copy discovered by him is prob- 
ably that used by Albertus Magnus, and that the version of Giustiniani is only a 
corrupt transcript thereof. The Latin translator has based his rendering upon 
the Hebrew text of Charisi which he followed slavishly, doing even violence to. 
the Latin idiom. According to Pereles this oldest Latin translation proceeded 
from a Jew. The version provided with a vaiuable introduction and notes has 
lately been published by the discoverer.

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ALLIANCE ISRAELITE UNIVERSELLE. 


We cull from the report of the Allience for the current month the sae. 
items: Chief Rabbi Ascoli, of Ferrara, member of the Central Committee, di 

lately. This demise is greatly lamented by the Alliance. The. Grand Vizier 
having been thanked by the Alliance for the efficient protection given the Jews 
Jast Passover, replied that this protection was due to the paternal solicitude of 
the imperial government extended to all subjects without distinction of race or 


religion. The Jews of Mvlassa, whose synagogue bad been profaned and who 


had been greatly ill-used by their Greek fellow-citizens in consequence of one of 
those periodical accusations charging them with having murdered a Christian 
child, have applied to the authorities for satisfaction. These have received an 
order from the governor of the district to arrest the rioters and to send them to 
Smyrna where the matter will be enquired into. In Sinyrna itself the secret 
society which has so often harrasssed the Jews, has lately recommenced its 
iniquitous operations In Morocco outrages ogainst individual Jews still 
occur, and at Alcazar a poor Jew was by order of the Caid on some frivolous 
sretence; so terribly ill-used, that fears for bis life were entertained. The 
English and Italian Vice-Consuls having brought the outrage under the 
notice of the Governor of the province, a promise was given that justice should 
be done to the unfortunate man. At Tangier the Italian Minister, Signor 
Scovasso, contines to show the liveliest sympathy for the Jews. During his late 
visit to the Court of thé Sultan at Fez, he recommended the Jewish community 
to the monarch’s benevolence, and gave good advice to the Jews of the capital, 
At Jaffa an outbreak of cholera is apprenended, The School of Bagdad is pro- 
gressing favourable. It receives 4 monthly subvention from the Government of 
150 piastres. But great difficulty is experienced in procuring an — master. 
A good English master established at Bagdad demands an annual salary of 3,000 


francs. It is contemplated to open a. school at Janina, where there are 3,000 
Jews. The School at Saffi, Morocco, will probably be closed, as the Jewish 


community shows no disposition to contribute ics share towards its support. 
This community has, moreover, Icst a third part of its members by emigration to 
the Holy Land, The School at Tangier is prospering. ‘There is a large number 
of applications for admission, which can, however, not be entertained for want 
of space. 


Os Wednesday week the children of the schools of the Spanish and 
Portuguese Congregation were regaled in the schoolroom with a good tea, &c., 
by Mr. and Mrs, de Castro in honour of the thirteenth birthday ot their eldest 
daughter. Numerous visitors were present and all enjoyed the treat. On 
Thursday week the children had their annual outing tothe country; the People’s 
Giarden, Willesden, being selected. ‘The children spent a happy day. The treat 
was given in honour of the thirteenth birthday of Miss Esther Mocatta. 


Tue children of the ‘Gates of Hope” Schools and the boys of the Orphan 
School of the Spanish and. Portuguese Congregation, had an excursion on 
Monday last to Brighton. Dinner and tea were provided at the Aquarium Hotel.,. 
where every attention was paid to the children by Mr. Diepenheim, the 
proprietor, and the ladies staying at the Hotel acted as amateur waiters con 
amore. A visit was paid to the Aquarium .and altogether a very pleasant day 
was spent, The expense ofthe excursion was kindly defrayed by the members 
of the committee of the ‘schools. 

Foxp.—We have received the following informa- 
tion respecting the progress of the Sir Moses Montefiore Testimonial Fund :— 
Frequent meetings have taken place in Melbourne, in furtherance of the move- 
ment; subscriptions have beer paid to the Fund, and severa} others are promised. 
The communities of Curacao and Gibraltar have added their quota to the Fund, 
the former subscribing Jargely. The greatest interest is taken in the movement 
in the Jewish communities in Italy, although. many of. them possess but few 
inembers, and are far from. being wealthy. Contributions have been received 
from Padua, Modena, Venice, &c., and others are promised from Vercelli, Casale, 
Trieste, «c. The Committee have received a firstinstalinent of £500 froni the hon. 
secs, ot the Testimonial Bazaar, and have duly acknowledged the zeal evinced in 
the cause by the several ladies and gentlemen who participated in the movement. 
An active canvass is taking place in various parts of France, initiated by the 
Grand Rabbin de France, Mons Isidor ; several congregational contributions are 
received direct. from certain of-the provincial Chiet Rabbis. Even in Bagdad 
the movement is taken up by the Jewish authorities, and letters have been 
received promising contributions. The German cormmunity. in Montreal have 
forwarded their contribution through the Rev. Emannel. Myers. Several letters 
of a satisfactory character have come to hand from individuals and communities 
in Russia and Poland, some enclosing and others p:cmising contributions, An 
‘active canvass is promised in St. Petersburg, and a very respecteble sum is 
already collected in Moscow whicly will be forwarded later. In Germany certain 
chiefs of communities are bestiring themselves to give an impetus to the move- 
ment, and promise their contributions,

“DUST TO DUST.” 


— 


_ With reference to this article which lately appeared in our columns 
eminent Talmudist writes: I have read with interest your remarks on pn 
coffins. 1 should like to sce the iden enunciated in the article practically ean 
out. Nowhere else have I seen such massive coflins as are used in England, 
You are quite right that this, like so many other customs, is only an imitation 
from without, which has crept into our community and which is quite alien from 
the spirit of Judaism. The use of coloured coffins furnished with iron handles is 
certainly a practice imported from without. The code Yoreh Deah (362, 1 ) 
teaches that although the duty of burial is discharged when the coffin wherein 
the corpse lies is put into the ground, it is nevertheless becoming that the body 
should be in direct contact with the soil, and this is to be understood in the 
manner laid down by Rabbi Yehudab the Frince, for his own burial, so that the 
body should be surrounded by boarding at the top and at the sides, but the 
body should lie on the bare ground. A coffin constructed in this wise consist. 
ing of five boards, was called an #718. Maimonides, too, (Ebel. ii. 4), as observed 
by Casef Mishna in /oco, referred to a coffin of this kind. You need therefore 
not fear lest the retention of the abuse should be. defended by the authority of 
this rabbi. 

You must however be prepared to hear one objector or another appealing to 
Sifta Cohen Jv’) who is of opinion that the dictum “Tor dust thon art, and 
unto dust shalt thou return,” has been complied with by the potsherds with which 
it is the practice to cover the eyes and mouth of the corpse.” Who does not gee 
that this is only a make-shift in order to justify an abuse which has crept in in 
conformity with which only the descendants of Aaron and the male first-born 
are to be buried in entire coffins. A make-shift, however, niust not be accepted 
asarule. If your ideas are carried out, not only will the dictum, “For dust 
thou art, and unto dust shalt thou return,” be complied with io the true sense of 
the word, but you will also thereby preven‘ the transgression of. the command,

face tu face, aud while exerting all his strength for the welfare of his fellows, 
did not spare his health the endangerment of which by grave illness was 
mourned over by all the righteous. and on the recovery from which enabling 
them to congratulate him with all their beart.’’ Rarely have such eulogiams 
been bestowed on a patriot during his lifetime. 

A Founper or a New Crry.—Isaae Liwy, a Ilungarian, was a manufacturer 
of leather, Circumstances rendered it necessary for him totransfer lis manufactory, 
to Pest. This was inthe year 1835, Atthat time all the restrictive laws against 
the Jews were in vigour, and with great difficulty he received permission to 
carry on his busixess not exactly at Pest, hut in its neighbourhood, on a piece 
of ground belonging to Count. Karolyi. ‘The energetic Lowy now went to work 
with a will, and in a short time there arose anew town, Neupesth (New Pest), 
which soon flourished. Many. Jews settled there, but also many Christians, 
whom guild-restrictions prevented settling at lest. Synagogue, church and 
school were established, and the lord of the manor was induced by the enlightened 
Liwy to grant to all the settlers liberty and equality. Hunganan religious and 
commercial liberty was thus anticipated by more than a whole generation 10 4 
towuship founded by an enlightened Jew.

In forwarding the donation he wrote to Mr. Lewis Emanuel in the following ) 
terms : “I have already had occesion to express to you how heartfelt is my grief 
for the loss of one so high!y and deservedly esteemed, and I am glad to have an 
opportunity of evincing, however slightly, my respect and esteem for our departed 
friend and my sympathy with his sorrowing relatives. With this feeling I have 
enclosed herein 7 draft for one hundred pounds, which amount I beg may be 
added to the Fund, and I can only epee to you that as well on personal as on 
public grounds, I deeply deplore the loss of one whose eminent virtues and dis- 
tinguished talents had endeared him to the entire community, I hope that those 
who have unfortunately suffered so sad a bereavement will discern in the 
universal grief which it has evoked, a source of solace in their heavy affliction.” 

A correspondent writes to us: I have received a very gratifying letter 
from Sir Moses Montefiore. He writes that the fatigue of the journey was 
very great, but that he feels himself amply rewarded for all hardsbi ps now that 
he tinds himself within the walls of tne [oly City, and finds therein men of 
whom Judaism may be proud on account of their great piety and learning.

A JEWISH “HOUSE OF LEARNING” AT MANCHESTER. 

On Sunday last a meeting was convened by Mr. W. Aronsberg (in response 
toa requisition) to take into consideration the establishment of a Beth Hamedrash, 
The meeting was held az the Jews’ School, Derby Street, Cheetham. Afternoon 
service having been read by the Rev. H. D. Marks, Mr. Aronsberg was voted to 
the Chair. Mr. AnonsperG addressed the mecting. He said that he had no doubt 
from the earnestness displayed in the matter they would carry ths holy under- 
taking to a successful issue, and expressed a hope that when the building was 
finished it might subservethe high purpose for which it wasintended, that of call- 
ing forth alove for Hebrew literature. The effort now being made was intended 
to especially benefit the rising generation. Various letters approving of 
the project were read. It was then moved by Mr. S. Freemaxs, seconded by Mr. 
S, L. Metseis, aud unanimously resolved, “That it is desirable that a House of 
Learning be founded in Manchester, under the spiritual guidance of the Rev. Dr. 
Adler, Chief Rabbi.” Mr. Meyer Conen moved, and Mr. MANDELBERG seconded, 
and the resolution was carried by acclamation, * That this House of Learning is 
not intended to be in opposition to any congregation, but simply a house 
of resort, where tae [uly Law can -be studied and expounded, and where the 
rising generation may obtiin a thorough knowledge of Hebrew.” A Provisional 
Committee (consisting of Mr. W. Aronsberg, President, Mr. Mandelberg, Trea- 
surer, the Rev: H. D, Marks, [lon. Sec., and Mr. W.S. Rothband) was appointed 
to draw up a constitution for the government of the institution, and to report to 
another general meeting to be held in a month. Donations to the amonnt of 
nearly £300 were promised, and 120 subscribers were enrolled. A vote of thanks 
to the managers of the School for granting the use of the room, and to Mr. 
Aronsberg. for presiding, were carried by acclamation. Evening service was read 
by the Rev. H. l). Marks, and the proceedings then terminated.
